Prefects  of  Studies  and  Discipline. 
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Is  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  in  Frederick 
county,  Mainland.  The  site  is  peculiarly  beautiful,  healthy  and 
far  removed  from  the  distractions  and  moral  dangers  of  a  city. 
It  is  distant  fifty,  miles  from  Baltimore,  eighteen  from  Frederick, 
Md.,  twelve  from  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  two  from  Emmitsburg,  Md. 
The  buildings  are  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  two  hundred 
boarders.  The  various  halls  and  rooms  are  spacious,  airy,  and 
comfortable. 

This  Institution  was  raised  to  the  rank  and  invested  with  the 
powers  and  privileges  of  a  College,  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland,  in  the  month  of  February,  1830.  It  is  under  the 
direction  of  an  Association  of  Secular  Clergymen  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  and  all  its  pupils  are  instructed  in  the  doctrines 
and  trained  to  the  practice  of  the  Catholic  religion. 

The  system  of  education  embraces  the  various  Arts  and  Sciences 
usually  taught  in  Colleges,  conducted  on  the  most  comprehensive 
plan.  A  competent  knowledge  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  Lan¬ 
guages  and  Literature,  of  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy  and 
Chemistry,  Logic,  Moral  and  Intellectual  Philosophy,  Geography, 
Rhetoric,  History,  and  English  Composition,  is,  by  the  statutes  of 
the  College,  indispensable  to  graduation.  French,  Spanish,  and 
German  are  taught  by  able  and  experienced  Professors.  The 
College  is  provided  with  ample  means  of  imparting  the  education 
it  professes  to  give,  and  of  so  maintaining  its  laws  and  discipline 
as  to  produce  general  content  and  happiness,  while  it  commands 
the  respect  of  the  students,  and  realizes  their  hopes  and  those  of 
their  parents  and  guardians. 
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It  lias  a  Library  for  the  use  of  tlie  students,  an  excellent  Philo¬ 
sophical  Aiiparatus,  a  Chemical  Laboratory,  and  a  Mincralogical 
Collection. 

Tlic  Professors  and  Tutors,  residing,  with  few  exceptions,  in  the 
Institution,  devote  themselves  entirely  to  the  duties  of  their  pro¬ 
fession,  and  constituting  but  one  family  with  the  students,  exercise 
a  constant  supervision,  friendly  in  the  highest  degree  to  discipline, 
decorum,  and  good  morals.  The  students  are  not  permitted  to 
go  beyond  the  College  limits,  except  in  company  with  one  of  their 
Teachers.  On  the  other  hand,  ample  opportunity  is  afforded  by 
the  secluded  and  rural  situation  of  the  College,  for  the  pupils  to 
enjoy  every  variety  of  innocent  and  healthful  recreation ;  and  abun¬ 
dant  provision  is  made  for  gymnastic  and  other  wholesome  exer¬ 
cise.  Plence  the  formation  of  a  robust  constitution  is  in  general 
a  result  of  some  years’  residence  in  this  Institution.  The  diet  of 
the  students  is  always  wholesome  and  abundant.  In  sickness  they 
are  nursed  and  watched  over  with  parental  solicitude,  and  all  the 
care  that  parents  can  desire,  is  given  to  the  wardrobe,  dormitories, 
and  all  those  departments  on  which  health,  comfort,  and  economy 
depend. 

While  the  government  of  the  College  is  mild  and  parental,  the 
laws  of  good  order,  propriety,  and  morality,  are  strictly  enforced. 
The  moral  influence  of  instruction,  persuasion,  and  encourage¬ 
ment,  is  primarily  and  mainly  relied  on,  and  is  seldom  found 
ineffectual. 

The  penalty  of  dismissal  or  expulsion  is  incurred  by  wanton  and 
repeated  violation  of  the  established  rules, — by  irreligious  language 
or  writings,  the  introduction  of  infidel  or  immoral  books,  and  other 
grave  offences  against  morality  or  the  laws  of  the  College.  Vicious 
and  disorderly  students  cannot  be  retained. 

Students  who  come  from  other  Colleges  must  produce  certificates 
of  good  standing  and  character. 

When  a  student  enters  the  College,  he  is  admitted  to  those 
classes  which  he  is  found  capable,  on  examination,  of  attending 
with  advantage.  The  most  eligible  time  for  entering  is  from  the 
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15tli  to  23d  of  August ;  but  applicants  may  be  received  at  any 
time,  and  will  be  charged  from  the  date  of  entrance. 

Frequent  examinations  of  the  different  classes  take  place  during 
the  academical  year.  Reports  of  the  students’  progress  in  the 
several  branches  of  study  are  read  at  stated  times  in  the  presence 
of  all  the  Professors  and  Tutors,  and  twice  a  year  a  report  is  sent 
to  parents  or  guardians,  stating  everything  that  may  interest  them 
concerning  their  children  or  wards. 

The  Commencement  is  held  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June, 
previous  to  which  the  candidates  for  literary  honors  are  examined 
publicly ;  premiums  are  then  distributed  to  the  meritorious,  and 
degrees  conferred. 

Those  who  receive  the  degree  of  “Bachelor  of  Arts,”  are 
required  to  write  and  deliver  discourses  approved  of  by  the 
Faculty.  To  be  admitted  to  this  degree,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
candidate  should  have  gone  through  at  least  the  last  year  of  the 
course  in  this  Institution,  and  have  acquitted  himself  creditably, 
so  as  to  give  clear  evidence  of  his  worthiness,  both  at  the  private 
and  public  examinations. 

Those  who  have  received  from  the  Faculty  of  this  College  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  have  during  at  least  two  years 
thereafter  been  engaged  in  scientific  or  literary  pursuits,  will  also 
receive  the  degree  of  “  Master  of  Arts,”  on  application  made  to 
the  President  and  Faculty,  accompanied  by  satisfactory  evidence 
of  their  moral  deportment  and  continued  devotion  to  liberal  studies. 

The  annual  vacation  begins  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June,  and 
continues  until  the  twenty-fourth  of  August.  There  being  no 
Christmas  or  Easter  recess,  students  should  not  be  withdrawn 
from  their  classes  at  either  of  those  periods. 

Course  of  Instruction. 

First  Year. — Latin — Cicero  de  Senectute  and  de  Amicitia  and 
Orations  against  Cataline,  Yirgil’s  Eclogues  and  Georgies, 
Prosody,  Latin  Exercises.  Greek — Xenophon’s  Cyropoe- 
dia,  Homer’s  Iliad,  etc.  Mathematics — Algebra.  English 
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Composition,  Heading,  and  Declamation.  Ancient  His¬ 
tory  and  Geography.  Natural  riiiLOsopiiY. 

Second  Year. — Latin — Livy,  Virgil’s  Alneid,  Exercises  in  Prose 
Composition  and  Versification,  Roman  Antiquities.  Greek — 
Herodotus,  Demosthenes,  Iliad,  Prosody,  Greek  Antiquities. 
Mathematics  —  Legendre’s  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry. 
English  Composition  and  Declamation.  History — from 
Constantine  to  Charlemagne.  Natural  Philosophy  and 
Chemistry. 

Third  Year. — Latin — Cicero’s  Orations,  Tacitus,  Horace,  and 
Juvenal.  Greek — Thucydides,  Longinus,  Euripides,  and 
Sophocles.  Mathematics — continued.  Mechanics,  As¬ 
tronomy,  Rhetoric,  and  Belles-Lettres.  History — 

Mediaeval  and  Modern.  Logic — theoretical  and  practical. 
Chemistry. 

Fourth  Year. — Latin  and  Greek  studies  continued.  Philoso¬ 
phy.  Metaphysics — general  and  special.  Ethics,  Modern 
History,  Rhetoric,  and  Oratory. 

The  Course  of  Studies  pursued  by  those  not  yet  qualified  to  enter 

the  Collegiate  Department,  is  as  follows  : 

Prepakatoey  Course. 

First  Year. — Latin  Grammar,  Latin  Reader^  Greek  Grammar, 
English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing, 
Geography,  and  Elements  of  History. 

Second  Year. — Latin — Phaedrus,  Caesar.  Greek — Grammar 

and  Reader,  English  Grammar,  Reading,  Arithmetic,  Writ¬ 
ing,  Geography,  History. 

Third  Year. — Latin — Nepos,  Ovid,  and  Sallust,  Prosody, 
Greek  Grammar,  Xenophon’s  Anabasis,  English  Grammar, 
Arithmetic,  Writing,  Geography,  History. 

The  Course  op  Instruction  in  the  French,  Spanish  and 

German  Languages  occupies  from  two  to  four  years.  The 
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scholars  are  taught  not  only  to  translate,  but  also  to  write  and 
speak  these  languages. 

Penmanship,  Drawing,  and  Music,  A'ocal  and  Instrumental,  are 
always  taught  in  the  College. 

All  who  enter  the  College  are  required  to  follow  its  prescribed 
course  of  studies.  During  the  two  last  years  of  the  Collegiate 
course,  in  addition  to  Classics,  Belles-Lettres,  Chemistry,  and  the 
higher  Mathematics,  particular  attention  is  given  to  Logic  and 
Metaphysics,  and  to  the  study  of  Ethics,  including  the  fundamen¬ 
tal  principles  of  Civil,  Political,  and  International  Law. 

For  resident  graduates  and  others,  who  may  have  time  for  such 
studies,  there  are  courses  of  Book-Keeping,  of  Civil  Engineering, 
of  Agricultural  Chemistry,  &c.,  &c. 

Expenses. 

Board  and  Tuition,  including  the  entire  classic  and  scientific 
course,  also  Doctor’s  salary.  Washing  and  Mending,  use  of  Bed 
and  Bedding,  $200  per  annum — viz  :  $100  for  each  half  year, 
always  payable  in  advance. 

Music  and  Drawing  are  extra  charges,  each  $40  per  annum,  for 
those  who  wish  to  learn  them.  The  German,  French,  and  Spanish 
Languages,  each  $20  per  annum. 

Medicines  are  furnished  at  the  Apothecary’s  prices,  and  gene¬ 
rally  add  but  little  to  the  expenses. 

Every  Student  must  be  supplied,  on  entering,  with  four  summer 
suits,  if  he  enter  in  the  spring;  and  three  winter  suits,  if  he  enter 
in  the  fall.  He  must  also  have  at  least  six  shirts,  six  pairs  of 
stockings,  six  pocket  handkerchiefs,  six  towels,  and  three  pairs  of 
shoes  or  boots.  The  Students  will  be  provided  with  clothing  by 
the  Institution,  if  such  should  be  the  wish  of  their  parents. 

No  uniform  is  required  or  worn  ;  but  simplicity  and  economy 
are  recommended  to  parents,  and  observed  at  College. 

Bills  of  expenditure  are  sent  at  the  close  of  every  half  year  to 
the  parents,  and  at  the  same  time  is  issued  a  draft  at  five  days’ 
sight.  Parents  or  Guardians  residing  out  of  the  country,  or  at 
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too  great  a  distance,  must  appoint  a  representative  at  some  conve¬ 
nient  place,  responsible  for  the  regular  payment  of  expenses,  and 
bound  to  receive  the  student,  should  it  become  necessary  to  dis¬ 
miss  him. 

Should  a  student  leave  the  College  before  the  expiration  of  a 
(piarter,  no  deduction,  is  made  for  the  remainder  of  that  quarter, 
except  in  cases  of  sickness  or  dismissal. 

When  parents  wish  their  children  to  spend  the  vacation  at 
home,  they  must  give  previous  notice,  and  forward  their  traveling 
expenses. 

Those  who  remain  at  College  during  the  whole  vacation  will  be 
charged  $25  extra,  and  for  any  part  of  it  more  than  a  week,  in 
proportion.
